* * Promotion Team has set out a unique challenge to the 
community. 

It’s asking residents to take a Food Bank Challenge. 

The challenge is to live for three days off items commonly 
donated to local food banks. Teams, which can consist of a 
family, couple or individual, will be provided with the food for 
their three-day dietary change. Participants will be given a list of 
items available to choose from for the challenge, such as cereal, 
powdered milk, canned soup, Kraft Dinner, canned fruits and 
vegetables and canned meat and fish, such as tuna and salmon. 

The diet will consist of all non-perishable items because it’s 
a rarity for food banks to be able to offer fresh items such as 
produce or dairy. 

Lori Kleinsmith, the health promoter at Bridges, said more 
awareness around what it’s like to eat a food bank diet is needed. 

Kleinsmith hopes the challenge will “spur people to become 
more vocal,” encouraging the government to increase the 
amount of social assistance received so people can afford more 
healthy food. The challenge is a great idea to show people what 
it's like to live off of food that is commonly donated to the Port 
Colbome-Wainfleet Inter-Church Food Bank. 

Far too many people in the community depend on food banks 
these days. We hope people will take part in the challenge and it 
will spur them to donate to the food bank. 


■ I’VE BEEN THINKING 

Advent and Thomas Torrance

B y now many churches in Canada 
are preparing for Christmas 
by observing Advent's four Sundays. 

The Orthodox Church prepares for 
Christmas (Christ’s Nativity) by 
observing 40 days of fasting, beginning 
November 15. Christmas has long been 
regarded as a winter Pascha, and just 
as Easter has the 40 days of Great Lent 
prior to Holy Week, so the Nativity has a 
similar 40 days of fasting. 

Ukrainian Orthodox churches 
generally celebrate the Nativity 
according to the Julian calendar, January 
7, but most of us here follow the historic 
patriarchates for fixed feast days on the 
current calendar (December 25). 

Fasting is a Biblical discipline which 
helps us to restrain our appetites and 
passions. It should be accompanied by 
almsgiving (for example, donating non- 
perishable food to the Food Bank) and 
by increased prayer. It should not be a 
time of self-advertizing how good we 
are, since that would prove that we are 
full of pride and therefore sinful. 

In our 40 days of preparation for 
Christmas we start some Christmas 
hymns on November 21, which is the 
Feast of the Entrance of the Three-Year 
Old Mother of God into the Temple 
(compare 1 Samuel 1). This selection 
of Christmas hymns starts with these 
words: "Christ is bom; glorify him. 

Christ has come from the heavens; 
receive him. Christ is on earth; elevate 
him.” I used to minimize Christmas 
carols during Advent services, but the 
practice of anticipating Christmas is 


more ancient than I had thought. 

(This of course does not justify 
Christmas carols and decorations 
coming soon after Halloween.) 

This year I have another anniversary 
to consider in preparing for Christmas. 

It is the third anniversary of the death 
of the Very Rev. Thomas F. Torrance, 
former Moderator of the Church of 
Scotland, on December 2 in his 95th 
year. Tom Torrance was bom in China. 
His father was an evangelical Church 
of Scotland missionary to hill tribes in 
the remote Sichuan area of China. His 
mother, whom he called the theologian 
of the family, came from an evangelical 
Anglican background. She took her 
six children back to Scotland for their 
education. 

During World War II, Tom Torrance 
served as chaplain with an English 
regiment, the King's Own Rifles. This 
war experience convinced him that the 
Gospel of Christ was a matter of life and 

After the war he received his 
doctorate, having studied with Karl 
Barth in Basel, Switzerland. Torrance 
mastered five languages and was 
the major translator of Barth’s multi- 
volumed Church Dogmatics. Some 
German students found Torrance’s 
English translation easier to read than 
Barth’s German. 

He wrote extensively on the 
relationship between modem science 
and theology, and for that he received 
the Templeton Prize of several hundred 
thousand dollars. What did he do with 
the money? Despite being in his 80’s, he 
returned to his father's mission field in 
China with the prize money converted 
into Chinese yen and hidden in a money 


belt around his waist He used the 
money to rebuild churches that were 
destroyed by the Communists. What a 

When he was elected Moderator 
of the Church of Scotland in 1997, 
Torrance called the Kirk to repent and 
to renew its commitment to Jesus Christ 
and his Gospel. For Torrance Christ 
is the sole source of God’s incarnate 
self-revelation, the unique way to God 
the Father, the only ground of salvation 
and the one foundation of the Church. 
Torrance calls us to enter into a deep 
study of God's self-revelation through 
the whole of Scripture. 

And he wrote, "If God himself has 
not come to be one with us in the 
incarnation, then the love of God finally 
falls short of coming all the way to be 
one with us, and is not ultimately love. 

If it was not God himself incarnate who 
suffered for us on the cross in making 
atonement, then the sacrifice of Christ 
has no ultimate and final validity, and 
we are still in our sins.” 

Tom Torrance initiated a dialogue 
between the World Alliance of Reformed 
Churches and the Eastern Orthodox 
Church, a dialogue that began in 1977 
and culminated in 1991 with an “Agreed 
Statement on the Holy Trinity.” The 
Greek Orthodox archbishop involved in 
the latter dialogues was so impressed 
by Thomas Torrance, that he elevated 
him, a Presbyterian minister, to the rank 
of an Orthodox archpriest This was 
an unprecedented honour. And so on 
December 5,1 will remember honourary 
Father Thomas Torrance on the Sunday 
after the third anniversary of his death 
in the Lord. 

May his memory be eternal.

Future of the east side 

Last night, residents of the city's east side had the opportunity 
to share their thoughts at Port Cares Reach Out Centre. 

Funded by Niagara Prosperity Initiative, the meeting was a 
follow-up to the neighbourhood gathering held Oct 30 

Though the meeting was held after InPort News’ press time, 
it was to include a presentation from city staff from on the 
Waterfront Community Improvement Plan. The plan will look 
at revitalizing the city's east side, especially the area south of 
the train tracks. It is one of the older sections of the community 
and has suffered over the years. The community was home to 
many workers from Inco (now Vale) back when it was one of the 
largest employers in Port Colbome. It was also home to many 
businesses that revolved around the workers and company. 

As Inco started to shrink its operations in the city, the east side 
started to shrink a bit as well. As one of the older areas it is, as 
Mayor Vance Badawey said, "quite tired and depressed," and in 
need of attention. 

“We can’t ignore it, we can't just accept it We have to do 
something about it,” he said recently. 

We agree, the area is in need of attention and hope it gets what 
it needs over the next fewyears. With the city revamping Main 
St West and looking to take care of the downtown core next, the 
east side is naturally the next area that should be looked at and 
revitalized.

PORT COLBORNE — Geoff 
Green lives true to his name. 

The Canadian environmen¬ 
talist paid a visit to Lakeshore 
Catholic High School recently

an awards ceremony, was 
held to culminate work each 
school has done to earn cer¬ 
tification through the Ontario 
EcoSchools program.

Green told the crowd of 
more than 650 students that 
they’re already making a dif¬ 
ference in the environment by 
taking on important tasks such 

reduction through the eco- 
dubs at their schools. 

During his presentation, 
Green, who's led more than 
100 expeditions to the Arctic 
and Antarctic, shared stories 
and photos of his adventures 
learning about biodiversity 
around the world. He said he 
loves sharing his “passion for 
the planet” with young bud¬ 
ding minds by taking them “on 
a journey from one end of the 
Earth to the other.” 

Green is the founder of 
Students on Ice, a program 
that has brought more than 
1,700 youth to the Arctic and 
Antarctic over the past 11 
years. The program, he said. 


is meant to help youth “gain 
a greater understanding and 


Through his work, he hopes 
to help youth “gain a deeper 
appreciation” for the planet’s 
global ecosystem and an 
understanding of the impor¬ 
tance of protecting it 

If proper environmental 
ethics are instilled in youth, 
they’ll take those ethics on to 
the next stage of life, he said. 

Having a room packed to 
the brim with students who 
concern themselves with the 
environment, “gives cause for 
hope," Green said shortly after 
the presentation. 

“I’m as inspired by them as 
they hopefully were by me,” he 
said with a smile. 

As someone who’s been on 
countless expeditions during 
his lifetime, Green was able 
to provide the audience with 
a "realistic view” of life as an 
environmentalist, said Grade 
12 Lakeshore student Rudder 

He said he was appreciative 
that Green provided infor¬ 
mation on what youth them¬ 
selves can do to both help 
the environment and to get 
involved with initiatives such 
as Students on Ice. 

As a member of Lakeshore’s 
eco-team, Zhang said the 
school has taught him and 
his peers to be stewards of the 
environment. 

“Even though we’re the 
young generation now, we 
won't always be,” he said, 
adding it’s important to learn 
to care for the Earth early on.

Furry friends suggest mild winter in

PORT COLBORNE - It's 
going to be a warm, mild 
winter, says Emo Rossi. 

No, he’s not a meteorologist 
But the author and retired high 
school teacher knows some 

who have consistently made 
long-term predictions he feels 
he can rely on. 

In his many years of watch¬ 
ing wildlife, including bears, 
rabbits and beavers, Rossi has 
noticed the animals behave 

the severity of the winter to 
come. When a severe winter is 
approaching, they’re extremely 
busy fattening themselves up 
and storing food to last them 
through the cold months 

In the months prior to a mild 
winter, Rossi said the animals 

for “playing” — and that’s what 
he’s watched them doing this 
fall. 


He’s watched a family of 
usually busy beavers living on 
property he owns in Wainfleet 
Based on their behaviour this 
fall, the beavers he’s named 
Becky and Bucky don’t seem 
very concerned about the 
coming winter. 

“They weren’t doing hardly 
anything for the winter,” he 
said. “They seem to sense 
when it’s really necessary and 
when it’s not” 

He observed the same sort 
of behaviour amongst snow- 
shoe rabbits and brown bears 
during a hunting trip in north¬ 
ern Ontario in October. He 
said the bears there were out 
wandering around as if they 
were “looking for someplace 
to party,” rather than preparing 
for a long winter sleep. 

“Normally at that time of 
year, you’re walking around 
through snow up there and it’s 
cold as hell,” he said. “This year, 
we were running into moose 

from heat stroke and running 
into mosquitoes. I could just 


another mild winter. 

hear Bullwinkle saying, ’Ha ha 
ha, it looks good on you.”’ In 
the months leading up to last 
year’s very mild winter, Rossi 
said the animals were goofing 


“I’ve been following this 
stuff for years, but I never say 
anything about it because it’s 


make a prediction based on 
animal behaviour,” he said. 
“Last winter it was the exact 
same thing that preceded it, 
and we had a very mild winter 
last year with very little snow.” 

Last year was a short-lived 
winter too, he added. By the 
time March arrived, “people 
were out in their gardens 
saying, 'Where are the ice 
storms and blizzards.”’ 

The tundra swans, too, can 
predict the weather The swans 
stop in Port Colbome's Gravelly 
Bay on their long trip between 
the Arctic and the warm south¬ 
eastern U.S. Rossi said at least 
200 of the black and white birds 
arrived in the water near his 
home just recently. 

"They're two weeks late in 
arriving here, so it implies to 
me that wherever they are 
in the Arctic, it wasn’t cold

The real meteorologists seem 
to agree with the predictions 
being made by Rossi’s furry 
forecasters. 

“The upcoming winter could 
be a litde milder than normal,” 
said Environment Canada 
meteorologist Geoff Coulson, 
referring to the long-term fore¬ 
cast for December to February. 
But that doesn't mean that 
every day in the months ahead 
is going to have very mild tem¬ 
peratures, he added. 

"When we average out those 
temperatures on a month-by¬ 
month basis, we're expecting 
them to be a Utile warmer than 
the long-term normal,” he said.

about—at least when it comes 
to hook sales.

Old Port Colborne bowling alley 
to become home for disabled

PORT COLBORNE — The old 
bowling alley on King St. in Port 
Colborne will soon be home to 
20 people who are living with 
disabilities, while work is already 
underway to transform a former 
City of Welland parking lot into 
affordable housing for 25 seniors. 

The projects are being devel¬ 
oped by Gateway Residential and 
Goodwill Industries, respectively. 

In Port Colborne, Gateway 

lion through the Canada-Ontario 
Affordable Housing Program to 
pay for the complete renovation 
of the defunct bowling alley at 
569 King St. 

Goodwill Industries is receiv¬ 
ing $2.9 million to help pay for 
the project at 1 Churchill Ave. in 
Welland. 

Other projects are planned 
for St. Catharines and Thorold 
bringing the total new afford¬ 
able housing units being built in 


Niagara to 133. 

Gateway executive direc¬ 
tor John Osczypko said the old 
bowling alley is “in pretty rough 
shape," but there are plans to 
renovate the existing structure 
and add a second floor. 

He said renovating is a little 
less expensive than tearing it 
down and creating a new build¬ 
ing. It will also provide construc¬ 
tion workers with some shelter as 
they work through the winter. 

Osczypko said the designs 
have been completed, and the 

Port Colborne city council for 
approval. 

He said zoning changes 
required for the residential build¬ 
ing have been approved. 

“We’re just waiting for the 
building permit and we hope 

Once that arrives, construction 
can begin. 

“Without the funding we could 
not have done it,” he said, prais¬ 


ing the federal and provincial 
governments’ involvement. “We’ 
re a not for-profit agency. We 
don’t own land or have that kind 
of revenue.’’ 

Gateway recently established 
a 28-unit affordable housing 
building on Welland’s King St. 
Osczypko said the new Port 
Colborne building will have sim¬ 
ilar amenities, but on a slightly 
smaller scale. 

It will be “just as attractive” as 
the one in Welland. 

“It’ll be a really nice building. 
Hopefully it’ll complement the 
neighbourhood and enhance it.” 

Osczypko said the waiting list 
for a single-unit in an afford¬ 
able housing unit is currently 
between six and eight years in 
Port Colborne. 

Preliminary work on 
Goodwill’s project on Churchill 
St. has been underway for the

■ TEST DRIVE: 2010 Dodge Avenger 

Avenger fits right into 
midsize segment

I can't guess exactly what the 
Avenger is meant to be aveng¬ 
ing, but it ain't attacks from 
most of the other midsized 
sedans. It’s not that the Dodge 
Avenger is horrible — it isn't; 
it's just, kinda ... meh. And in 
a segment with approximately 
17,000 competitors, ''meh” 
ain’t going to cut it. 

In a sea of bland sedans, at 
least the 2010 Dodge Avenger's 
styling stands out, with baby 
Charger looks including 
aggressive flanks in front, and 

story is similarly muscular 
and chunky, with white-faced 
gauges in the R/T that redeem 
its abundance of hard plastic 
and faux metal. 

On the road, it doesn't offer 
as cushy a ride as I expected 

encounter some shake on 
uneven surfaces. The R/T's 3.5- 
litre V6, paired to a six-speed 
automatic, purrs along at high¬ 
way speeds; from the get-go 
it pays to use the manual 
mode to get the revs up before 
launch. The 235 hp and 232 
lb.-ft. don’t quite add up to 
the sum of their parts, and 
shouldn't make for as much 
torque steer as it does. 

Overall visibility is good 
except for compromised rear¬ 
ward sightlines. After a couple 
of weeks spent in Chrysler 
products that lacked a tele¬ 
scoping feature on the steering 
wheel (and failed to compen¬ 
sate by substituting adjustable 
pedals), it was nice to find a 
fully adjustable steering wheel 
in Avenger, 

Interior build quality is 
merely OK, with smallish 
cubbies and centre console 

dash and instruments, and 
unfussy controls help miti¬ 
gate it. Overall, I like Dodge’s 

communication system, but 
the voice recognition is occa¬ 
sionally laughable. Me: Call 
Rose. Her: Calling... Shawn. 

Seats are cushy enough but 
lacking in the supportive bol¬ 
stering you might anticipate

The backseat is a bit tight, 
with the sloping roof line doing 
no favours for headroom — 
really more of a four-seater 
than a five. Trunk space isn't 
cause for celebration either. 

It has done very well in 
crash tests and features 
multi-stage front airbags and 
supplemental side airbags, 
tire pressure monitoring 
and active head restraints.

After cruising around the 
internet reading consumers 
reviews, it certainly seems the 
public likes it better than the 
motoring press, and at the end 
of the day, that's what counts. 
For 2011, Dodge promises 
sweeping changes including 
retuned suspension, new pow¬ 
ertrain options such as a 3.6- 
litre V6 and “world-class levels 

comfort” inside. If anything 
but price is going to lure buyers 
away from Camry and Accord, 
I hope it's right 

It's affordable, it looks great 
and offers a decent rating on 
the fun-o-meter, but after 

whelmed. I know it’s a midsize 
sedan, but its exterior styling 
had me hoping for far better 
than middle of the road.
